into the home and survey it for haz­ 
ards w ith the help of parent or rela­ 
tive. 
Accidents in the hom es of America 
kill m ore than 80 persons an hour 
each day, and run up a medical, nurs­ 
ing and insurance bill exceeding 
11,000 per m inute. Farm work acci­ 
dents last year took more than 4.000 
lives and 
maimed

nently. 
Accident prevention is a natural 
outgrow th of Red Cross instruction 
in first aid, a service initiated 25 
years ago and responsible annually 
for saving m any lives and prevent­ 
ing m inor accidents from having 
m ajor consequence*.

Special Program 
At Baptist Bible 
School Rally Day 


From a hum ble beginning, followed by unceas­ 
ing struggle, the N azarene church in Salem has 
grown to be one of the city’s staunchest hous 
of 
worship. 


It was in the m onth of August, in the year 
19 25, tha t Evangelist Lawrence Reed, who then 
lived in Damascus, cam e to Salem for a series 
of revival services. 


He pitched a tent on the lot on E ast Pershing 
st., just off Lundy. 


Rev. Reed did the preaching and Frank and 
Helen Lehm an were the song evangelists of the 
party. 
It was as a direct result of this m eeting that 
the church was late r organized. 
The N azarene congregation officially came into 
being on May 15, 19 26, w ith 16 m em bers forming 
the nucleus of the religious organization. 
T he congregation a t tha t tim e held its m eet­ 
ings in a hall above w hat was then Spik er’s shoe 
store 
The m em bers continued to worship there 
for some tim e after the organization, until a new 
church building was started. 
D uring the sum m er m onths, the congregation 
erected a tent and held outdoor services. 
W hen cold w eather arrived, the church m em ­ 
bers held services in the M emorial building and 
then, finally, the 
church 
structure itself was 
finished. 
T hrough the k indness of George W. Allen, the 
congregation w’as given a house and lot a t 
608 
W. Second St. 
On Nov. I, 19 26, the first ground was dug for 
the construction of the present church after the 
house, which was situated on the lot, had been 
moved to the rear of the donated piece of land. 
W ith Andrew Black burn in charge of the con­ 
struction. rapid progress was m ade on the new 
edifice and in the early m onths of 19 27 the cor­ 
nerstone was laid. 


It was not until 
M ay 
cl 19 29 tha t the final 
touches to the new church had been m ade and 
the plans for dedication were completed. 
Rev 
Sam uel Young, who was pastor at that 
time, received the honor 
of 
dedicating the new 
church to the future use of the N azarene people 
in Salem and on May 15, 19 29 , the official dedica­ 
tion services were held. 


Having not com pleted his college studies ul­ 
timo h he had been 
serving 
as pastor to the 
Nazarene congregation here. Rev. Young resigned 
his post in Septem ber of 19 29 so tha t he m ight 
resume his theological course 


The congregation 
ex pressed 
sorrow at Rev. 
Young’s leaving be<ause he had been untiring in 
his efforts to build a house of worship for the 
people, of the N azarene faith. 


Rev. Ymmg, however, was to go on to future 
success after he had com pleted his college course 
for he is now serving as district superintendent 
of the N a /uene churches in the New England 
district. 
It was after iW . Young had resigned that the 
superintendent of this district assigned Rev. C. 
R. W atson to the church here. 
Rev. W atson served the church faithfully for 
one year before he was removed and Rev. F. F. 
Cooley replaced him- 
in 19 52, afiei having been pastor of the church 
here for two years. Rev. Cooley was transferred 
to the Nazarene church at Blairsville, Pa. 
Following Rev. C ooleys transfer, 
Rev. 
C. 
L. 
G ardner, the present pastor, was assigned to the 
church. 
The success of Rev. G ardner, who Is now serv­ 
ing his fourth year as pastor, Ls show n by the 
fact that in the last three years, the enrollm ent 
of the Sunday school has increased m ore than 50 
pi Trent 
vhile the church m em bership has been 
doubled.
